In (he prospective'retirement of the junior Massachusetts 


senator, Hon. Winlhrop Murray Crane, the great State of 
Massachusetts, and the Nation at large, will lament the passing 
from the political field and from the United States Senate, of 
one of the ablest and most influential members of that body.

John A. Andrew. 
As the chief executive he brought lo the 


discharge of his duties Ihc same fidelity to a lofty ideal, the 
same capability he ball always shown as one of New lingland's 
leading Captains of Industry. 
Unwilling to lose the benefit 


of his rare influence as revealed in Stale affairs, the people of 
Massachusetts, almost regardless of party, were glad lo aid in 
promoting him lo the United Stales Senate where, since his 
election, he has shown the Nation that systematic business 
methods, applied to congressional business, were of greater 
value to, (he Nation than oratorical blandishments and rhetori- 
cal flourishes. He never look up Ibc lime of the Senate with 
speeches of any name or nature, but in committee it can be 
asserted wilhoul fear of contradiction, his influence, exerted 
with rare judgment and lad, was unsurpassed by that of any 
other senator, no mailer how extended his service.

Guantanamo Needi. 


An exceptionally interesting report, interesting throughout 


Ihe length and breadth of this country, is lhal recently made 
by the joint army and navy board, which was appointed lo 
investigate Ihe requirements of the projected great naval 
station al Guanlanamo, Cuba. 
This report was drafted by 


Rear Admiral Hugo Oslerhaus and General W. W. VVolher- 
spoon, and they lake Ihc ground that Ihe military safely of the 
eastern entrance of Ihe Panama canal will depend, mainly, on 
Ihe strength of Guanlanamo, as a naval base. The plans, if 
adopted, making that station Ihe greatest on the Atlantic side 
of Ihc canal. The general plan of defense calls for live thous- 
and soldiers, extensive mountain defenses,-ten fourleen-inch 
coast defense guns, and Ihe construction of a larg-e dam across 
a mountain stream, lo insure a permanent and adequate water 
supply. This report, when in proper shape, is lo be submitted 
to Congress at an early day, and it is hoped that favorable 
action will not be long delayed.

world; principally In mb-troplcal re- 
gions, and. there appears to he

Th« 
origin of petroleum 1* obscure,, hut 
generally It may b« stated that or- 
ganic remains of plants or animal*, 
when subjected to decomposition fol- 
lowed hy distillation at a low tem- 
perature, produce a petroliferous, tar- 
ry substance which closely rewmblM 
natural petroleum.

that a chemist, Doctor 
Berglns, of 


Hanover, has succeeded In producing 
peat by means of laboratory experi- 
ments. 
Doctor Burglns has an np. 


paratus specially constructed for the 
purpose, which la able to resist great 
pressure even at a high temperature. 
In this apparatus cellulose mixed with 
water Is heated to about 240 degrees 
Centigrade, the pressure exceeding 
0,000 pounds por square Inch. 
After 


having been subjected to this treat- 
ment, the pulp la transformed into a 
product, the chemical 
constituents 


of which are Identical with those of 
peat Tho process Is completed in 24 
aours at a temperature of 350 degrees. 
On this basis he mys-ho-can calcu- 
late how long wai required for tho 
formation of peat from 
pre-hlstorlo 


plants at ay temperature a* low as 
that of the earth, and.the- figure ho 
has arrived at Is 7,000,000 years.-This 
figure is in accordance with the calcu- 
lations of geologists, who have
